The 
question made on the appeal was whether the 
District Court of New-York had cognizance of a 
seizure made within the District of Rhode-Island.

‘The decision of the question 
turned on the construction of the 9th section of 
the judiciary act, which declares, “ that the 
District Courts shall have exclusive original cog- 
fizance of all civil causes of Admiralty and mar- 
itime jurisdiction, including all seizures under 
éiws of Imports, Navigation or Trade of the U- 

nited States, where the seizures are made on 
waters which are navigable from the sea by ves- 
sels often or more tons burthen, within ¢heir 
RESPECTIVE Districts as well as upon the 
high seus ; saving to suitors, in all cases the right 
of common law remedy, when the common law is 
competent to give it ; and shall also have exclu- 
siveiv original cognizance of all seizures on 
land, or other waters than as aforesaid made, 
and ofall suits for penalties and forfeitures,incur- 
red, under the laws of the United States.” 

The cause was argued by Mr. Bogert and Mr. 
Hoitman, for the Appellants, and by Mr. Sanford, 
the Attorney of the District for the United States. 

On the Sth September, Judge Livingston de- 
livered his opinion reversing the Decree of the 
District Judge. The District Attorney then 
moved for leave to withdraw the Demurrer to 
the plea filed in the Court below, and to take is- 
ste onthe plea.

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FRENCH ALLIANCE. 


CuarLesron, September 3. 
The brig Respect, Capt. Heard, which arrived 
at this port a few days since from Liverpool, is 
one of those unfortunate American vesseis which 
have passed through the gripe of French tyran- 
nv and robbery.—The Respect sailed from Liver- 
pool, bound to Gottenburgh, onthe 25th of Nov. 
lust, and on the 1st of December in the English 
Channel, was captured by four French luggers ; 
Capt. Heard was taken out of his vessel into one 
of the luggers, a French crew put on board and 
she was ordered for Calais; on the same even- 
ing the brig was retaken by a British cutter, af- 
ter an ineffectual atttempt on the part of the 
French to run her on shore.—While on board 
the privateer captain H. was treated with the 
greatest brutality by the privateersmen ; when 
he was landed, he was put into irons, together 
with his mate and two seamen; and after lying 
in the prison ai Calais eleven days, he was march- 
ed off with several other American prisoners all 
in chains, tor Boulogne, where was again thrown 
into prison. After being kept in a loathsome 
dungeon at the latter place for about twenty days, 
without any thing to subsist on, save bread and 
water, and without being allowed even a change 
of linen, he was again taken out and marched 
back in the same degrading manner to Calais. 
Here captain H. was confined for xbout six weeks 
jonger, when he obtained his liberation through 
the intercession of the Commissary General of 
Police at that place. From thence he etiected 
his escape to England. After returning to Eng- 
jand Capt. Heard found that his vessel had arri- 
ved safe in that country, and he got possession 
of her again by paying a salvage of about 400 
pounds. aS ;

Armstrong, but received no other assistance 
from him than what could be derived from a few 
lines of consolation, by way of answer.
